PKEFACF, 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Health  Department 
for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1959* 

The  number  of  registered  live  births  was  twenty  eight  - an  increase  of 
six  on  the  figure  for  1958.  There  was  one  stillbirth  and  one  infant  died  under 
the  age  of  four  weeks.  No  mother  died  as  the  result  of  childbirth. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  fourty  three.  This  makes  the  death 
rate  per  1,000  population  in  the  Borough  almost  twice  the  national  figure.  The 
reason  for  this  is  that  there  is  a large  number  of  elderly  people  resident  in  the 
area.  Nine  persons  died  of  cancer,  twelve  of  heart  disease,  four  from  vascular 
lesions  of  the  nervous  system  (stroke)  and  six  from  other  circulatory  diseases. 

The  remaining  deaths  were  due  to  a variety  of  causes. 

In  the  field  of  infectious  diseases  there  were  two  cases  of  measles  notified, 
four  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  one  case  of  meningococcal  meningitis. 

There  were  three  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  during  the  year,  but  there  were 
no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

Progress  has  been  made  with  the  sewage  disposal  scheme  commenced  in 
April  1958.  This  is  a great  step  forward  in  the  safeguard  of  the  health  of  the 
general  public  which  is  our  trust. 

The  Council  is  also  to  be  commended  on  its  housing  policy,  as  work  was 
commenced  on  the  building  of  twenty  houses  and  six  bungalows  on  a very  pleasant 
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A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Department  will  be  found  in 
the  ensuing  pages 3 which  include  a comprehensive  section  prepared  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspector.  Although  some  work  has  been  done  to  improve  the 
Public  Abbatoir  there  is  still  much  to  be  done  before  we  can  be  satisfied 
that  its  state  is  satisfactory.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  APEA . 

These  are  essentially  the  same  as  in  1958.  The  main  features  are 

as  follows;- 

(a)  No  ante-natal  or  post-natal  clinic  is  held  in  the  district  by  the  local 
health  authority.  Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  receive  medical  advice 
from  their  own  medical  attendant. 

(b)  An  infant  welfare  clinic  is  held  at  Lampeter  once  a fortnight. 

(c)  The  domiciliary  midwifery  service  i,s  carried  out  by  the  district  nurses 
who  are  also  State  Certified  Midwives. 

(d)  A health  visitor  covers  the  Lampeter  area* 

(0)  Home  hursing  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district  nurse. 

(f)  Poliomyelitis,. vaccination  is  carried  out  by  the  local  health  authority 
but  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  performed  partly  by  the  former  and 
partly  by  the  person's  own  medical  attendant. 

(g)  An  ambulance  is  stationed  at  Lampeter. 

(h)  Arrangements  for  the  prevention  of  illness  consist  in  periodic  talks  and 
advice  given  by  medical  officers  and  the  health  visitor  of  the  local 
health  authority.  Care  and  after-care  is  in  the  hands  of  the  district 
nurse  and  of  the  health  visitor.  Tuberculosis  cases  are  also  followed 
up  by  the  Chest  Physician's  health  visitor, 

(1)  Domestic  help  is  provided  by  suitable  persons  engaged  locally, 

(j)  The  borough  of  Lampeter  lies  almost  mid-way  between  the  town  of  Aberystwyth 
and  Carmarthen  in  both  of  which  general  hospitals  exist.  The  former  is  under 
the  aegis  of  the  Mid-Wales  Hospital  Management.,  Committee  and  the  latter  under 
its  West  Wales  coutorpart.  Public  Health  Laboratories  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council  are  also  to  be  found  in  both  centres.  The  infectious  diseases' 
hospital  for  the  areals  at  Tanybwleli  close  to  Aberystwyth. 

(k)  The  central  core  of  the  Health  Services  is  still  the  general  practitioner. 
There  are  four  doctors  providing  general  medical  services  in  the  borough.

Refuse  Disposal.  Two  acres  of  marshland  at  Maesyfelin  is  used  a 
controlled  tipping  site.  The  site  is  regularly  treated  against  rodent, 
and  insect  infestation. 
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5.  WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  supply  of  water  to  the  Borough  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the 
South  Cardiganshire  Water  Board.  Since  the  installation  of  a chlorinating  plant 
at  the  reservoir,  water  samples  have  provod  highly  satsifactory.  There  are  a 
number  of  premises  supplied  by  "private  wells  and  springs.  All  samples  from  these 
sources  were  with  the  exception  of  one,  satisfactory.  In  the  case  of  one  premises 
the  sample  was  suspicious.  The  owner  was  served  with  a notice  to  construct  a new 
cesspool  one  hundred  feet  from  the  well,  and  also  to  render  the  well  with  concrete. 
These  works  wore  duly  carried  out,  and  analysis  of  water  samples  have  since  proved 
satisfactory.

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REQUIREMENTS 

1.  Slaughterhouse  Act  1958 

EXISTING  CONDITIONS

Arrangement  of  Lair age  shall  be  such 
that  animals  diseased  or  suspected  of 
being  diseased  may  be  kept  apart  from 
other  animals. 

No  facilities 

There  must  be  suitable  and  sufficient 
space  for  hanging  of  meat,  to  allow  air 
to  circulate  freely  at  all  times. 

Hanging  room  in  very  good 
condition,  with  rendered  walls 

There  must  be  suitable  and  sufficient 
space  apart  from  slaughtcrhall  for 
emptying  and  cleansing  of  stomachs 
and  intestines. 

Room  adjoining  slaughter hall 
used  entirely  for  this 
purpose. 

There  must  be  suitable  and  sufficient 
facilities  for  the  isolation  of  meat 
requiring  further  examination  by  the 
meat  inspector. 

No  facilities 

There  must  be  suitable  and  sufficient 
accommodation  for  the  retention  of  all 
unfit  meat. 

Galvanized  zink  shed. 
Unsatisfactory  from 
cleanliness  point  of  view. 

Suitable  accommodation  for  use  of 
slaughtermen  for  changing  clothes  and 
for  meals. 

One  large  room  with  lockers, 
plus  sink  and  geyser,  with 
hot  and  cold  water. 

Provision  to  be  made  for  artificial  light 
of  not  less  than  20  foot  candles  throughout 
and  overall  intensity  to  be  not  less  than 
50  foot  candles. 

100  watt  bulbs  in  all  rooms.

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EXISTING  CONDITIONS 


Equipment  and  fittings  to  be  of  such 
material  as  to  be  easily  cleansed,  and 
wood  shall  not  be  allowed. 


Offal  rails  in  offal  room 
of  steel.  Offal  stands  in 
slaughter hall  of  wood. 


Suitable  facilities  for  Gas  Boiler, 

sterilization  of  cloths  and  knives. 

Covered,  receptacles  for  removal  of  New  bins  provided,

It  is  therefore  obvious  that  the  Public  Abbai-xir  is  well  below  th©  required  standard. 
However  this  year  the  following  works  have  been  carried  out, 

1.  Provision  of  wash  basin  and  geyser. 

2.  Demolition  of  old  sheep  pens  and  erection  of  new  ones, 

3.  Demolition  of  old  drainage  system  and  cesspool,  and  provision  of  new 
drainage  system  to  public  sewer. 
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Work  to  be  completed  in  the  first  half  of  I960 


1.  Installation  of  electric  tubular  lighting  in  slaughterhalls, 

2.  Installation  of  stunning  pen. 

3.  Demolition  of  cattle  pens,  and  construction  of  new  block. 

4.  Demolition  of  existing  bedding  store  and  construction  of  a new  one. 

5.  Provision  of  tubular  steel  offal  rails. 

Thus  of  the  22  points  enumerated,  only  five  were  satisfactory.  A further  five 
were  complied  with  this  year'  and  another  five  improvements  will  be  completed 
by  June  I960.
